January 10^ 2005

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 10 at 
6:55 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere.

Mr. Huntoon said. "We have about 1,473 cable subscribers 
in Rochester — I bet you that's about 85 percent of the 
homes (in town)." 

Both the Board of Assessors and Tax Collector 
Thomas Gayoski later confirmed there are about 1,700 
residences in Rochester. 

"We're going to get 4.5 percent of (Comcast's) 
gross revenue," Mr. Huntoon said. "And as it goes up, it 
will creep up as new (subscribers) come on.

• Notice from the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue (DOR) informing the board that $279,467 in 
unencumbered excess revenue for the Old Colony Re- 
gional Vocational Technical High School District is now 
available as of July 1, 2004. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with the Board of 
Assessors for their Annual Tax Classification Hearing. 
According to Assessor John Mello, their recommendation 
is to maintain a single tax rate for all residential, personal 
and commercial property in Rochester. 

"On the basis of the revaluation numbers that we 
have submitted to the Department of Revenue, the town's 
total assessment has increased by 68.6 percent from $437 
million to $737 million,'' Mr. Mello said. "Basically the 
percentage of change in the different classes of property 
has stayed pretty much the same as last year. If we were 
to recommend a split tax rate, we would then be shifting 
the tax (burden) to a disproportionate (group) ... it would 
be our recommendation to continue with a single tax rate 
for residential and commercial property." 

Mr. Mello added the town's excess levy limit for 
Fiscal Year 2005 is $111,867, which is 98 percent of the 
allowed levy limit. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve the Assessors' recommendation to continue with 
a single tax rate for FY 2005. 

Pending final approval and certification from the 
state DOR, Mr. Mello hopes the tax bills will be ready to 
go out soon. He estimated the tax rate for FY 2005 would 
be "somewhere between $9 and $10" per $1,000 of valua- 
tion. 

"I think every tax bill will go up some," Mr. Mello 
said. "Some more than others, but they're not going to go 
up 60 percent.

Under Old Business, Selectman Nunes asked 
about the pending plan to allow students from Acushnet 
to attend ORR High School and the recent press reports 
that they will be assessed a tuition. 

"They Ve asked the district if they'd consider 
taking Acushnet students,'' Selectman Nunes said. 'Tf 
they accept Acushnet students, they could charge them a 
higher assessment. Fm just commenting on what I read 
(in the paper)." 

'T don't believe you should be assessing the out- 
of -district students at the same rate you would assess in- 
district students," Chairman Laboa said. 

But Selectman Morse cautioned that it's not under 
the Selectmen's purview to manage the ORR School 
District budget. They are currently working with repre- 
sentatives from the town's Finance Committee and School 
Committee to fine-tune these numbers. 

"Those are legitimate concerns and maybe a note 
to (FinCom Chairman) Michael Costa would be (in 
order)," Chairman Laboa suggested. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:54 pm.

Canine Diarrhea 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past 
month. He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is 
blood in the stool and he can't always control himself and messes 
indoors. What can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem properly. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding you dog table scraps. If no parasites 
are found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the 
problem, try changing the diet.

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Dead Air

WhiteNoise, Starring Michael Keaton and Deborah 
Kara Unger. Directed by Geoffrey Sax. Running 
time: 101 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In Poltergeist, mischievous spirits talked to Heather O'Rourke 
from the staticky ether of a TV screen; then they sucked her into the 
TV. White Noise reiterates that theme at length, only without suck- 
ing anyone into electrical appliances; its sucking is mostly limited 
to the script. The movie presents its subject — Electronic Voice 
Phenomena, wherein people convince themselves they're hearing 
the dead speaking through tape recordings or televisions — as if it 
were a bold, untapped mine of horror, though researchers have 
written reams of text about it, and William Peter Blatty devoted a 
section of his novel Legion to it. Perhaps the script had been rattling 
its chains in Universalis attic for years before someone noticed that 
ghost movies are on a hot streak. 

It's good to see Michael Keaton on the big screen again (he's 
been plying his trade in cable films or direct-to-video items), 
though I wish his comeback allowed him a shred of the humor that 
first endeared him to us. White Noise is the sort of time- waster he 
could, and perhaps did, enact in his sleep. Keaton plays a recently 
bereaved husband whose wife, a best-selling author, took off one 
night to hang out with a friend and never came home. For about five 
minutes, the movie does tap into that moment we Ve all had when 
a loved one is very late and getting later, the frustration and 
mounting fear. Before his wife's body is even discovered, though, 
Keaton is visited by a mysterious guy (Ian McNeice) who claims to 
be getting messages from her. 

Is the movie interested in exploring the grief and hopeful 
mania of a man trying to capture bits of his wife's presence through 
dimly-heard voices in a sea of static? Not really. Keaton holes up in 
his gleaming white apartment with a bunch of TVs and cutting- 
edge recording software, and if anyone at his work or in his family 
(such as his first wife or his young son) suspects he's gone off the 
deep end, we don't hear about it. The movie is more concerned with 




the time-honored Dangers of Meddling with the Supernatural, 
spelled out for us by a blind psychic who senses what Keaton's up 
to and flips out. 

Is the movie scary? Only if this is your first scary movie. There 
are the expected seat-jumpers — the Looming Figure Passing 
Quickly in Front of the Camera, Unnoticed by the Hero (every 
director who uses this should send a check to John Carpenter); the 
Sudden Loud Sound, which catches the audience off-guard be- 
cause everyone's kind of leaning forward listening closely to the 
static; the Freaky Shadowy Things, which here seem to be three 
guys on the Other Side who enjoy messing with people. A lot of the 
suspense boils down to Michael Keaton squinting at TV static until 
some horrid face emerges. None of this is truly creepy, the way it 
was in Blatty's Legion, where we read about spirits saying things 
like "Here one waits" or "You don't know what you're doing." 

Eventually the plot collapses into contrivance — everyone 
who's dabbled in EVP is connected, you see, each person helping to 
open the door protecting us from Those Who Would Cause May- 
hem. Events force Keaton to become a proactive seer, rushing to the 
scene of some mishap or crime, like Bruce Willis in Unbreakable. The 
film isn't badly put together; the director, Geoffrey Sax, has done 
some decent things for British television, such as Tipping the Velvet 
and a modern-dress Othello, both in 2002. Whether it was 
otherworldly spirits on a monitor or just the need for a fast pay- 
check that compelled him to take on a routine ghost thriller is a 
mystery far more intriguing than anything in the movie.

Despite the prevailing and dominant sense of 
cynicism coming from the dreaded "mass media'" and 
at least one country that is notoriously critical of the 
United States — parlez-vous ''double-talk''? — it's good 
to hear that Americans everywhere have really 
stepped up to the plate to make significant donations 
to aid in the tsunami relief effort.
